the orders of Commander Jacob W. 
Miller, of the first battalion, naval re- 
servo, under orders of Qov. Flower, 
over 50 per cent, of the battalion re- 
ported for service this morning at pier 
84, North river.

IiTDLa.NAFOi.Ta, Ind., Sept. 14.—Tho 


fates seemed to be against Oov. Me 
Kinloy yesterday. Tho one day of all 
the year set for the big Blwood cele- 
bration where he was to act as sponsor 
at the birth of tho infant tin-plate in- 
dustry, proved tho most disagreeable 
of tho season 
A drizzle that sot in at 


midnight developed into a driving rain 
storm by daylight, and it poured in- 
cessantly until after 3 o'clock.

WASHIHOTON, Sept 1*.—The census 


office has issued a bulletin which con- 
tains tho sr.inmavlzed results of a 
special Investigation Into tho condition 
of agriculture -In tbe arid states and 
territories, and particularly as to the 
practical results of irrigation. Keorly 
(30,000,000 la Invested In productive irri- 
gation, and the returns have been over 
105,000,000, or over 218 per cent Tho 
cost of tbe irrigated farms was about 
•77,600,000, and their estimated valno 
Juno 1, 1SDO, was nearly tBOT.OOO.OOO. 
In other words, the Irrigated lands are 
now worth four times their original 
cost.

Niw YOBK, Sept 14.—The cabin pus- 


senders of th) Hamburg-American 
steamship Nonmnnie, whose unen- 
viable experience oi tho past few dnys 
bos attracted to them wide-spread at- 
tention and sympathy, have at length 
reached a haven ol' rest and safety. 
Late yesterday of tcmoon for the first 
time In many days, their feet touched 
Mother Garth, and they wero quar- 
tered in the Surf hotel on'Flro island, 
surrounded by all the comforts of 
homo, and by a cordon of soldiers, who 
will protect them from tho attacks, 
the hoots and the jeers of tho brutal 
residents of tho Island.

This 
action taken and the troops dispatched, 
the supremo court general term of 
Kings county was appealed to todissolve 
tho injunction obtained Monday re- 
straining the landing of the passen- 
gers. After argument pro and con, 
tho c ourt promptly acceded to tho ap- 
peal. 


Tho news was at oncootelegraphed to 


Fire island to those on 'both sides. It 
caused joy to the anxious ones on tho 
steamboats, while tho persons who bad 
been "protecting their rights" changed 
the! r minds upon this subject in very 
short order, and began leaving Fire is- 
land in small boats for their homes on 
the shore. 


The p itcous appeals of the unfortun- 


ate passengers could not move these 
sturdy clam-diggers Monday night, but 
when they heard troops would soon be 
on the scene they moved from the is- 
land in a hurry, and soon the place was 
comparatively deserted. 


Tho health officials and state officers 


then (3p.m.) began preparations for 
the reception of the passengers on 
board tho Cepheus. 


When the news reached tho quar- 


antined passengers that the work of 
transferring was about to begin, they 
crowded to the rail and gave one yell 
of happiness. It could havo been heard 
for miles around. The band on tho 
Cephous struck up "Red, White and 
Blue," and the cheering was kept up 
continuously for nvo minutes. It was 
a long roar of delight. 
When the 


shouts were answered by tho reporters 
and health officers on tho dock it was 
answered again and again by tho peo- 
ple on board the Cephous. 


Dr. Voight o i-dercd all tho deputies 


to go to the west of tho Surf hotel and 
drive all the pooplo as far away as pos- 
sible. This was tho first established 
quarantine of the day. The natives 
were not visible. Most of them had 
not been 
seen since noon, when 


thoy went borne for 
dinner and 


very few showed up again. It was a 
complete collapse of their stand and it 
showed that if several policemen had 
ventured ashoro from the Cepheus and 
tried to mako a landing yesterday tho 
mob would havo fallen back in disor- 
der. It was only bluster and brag 
after all that kept them together, and 
•when they fsaw that enough were 
ready to meet them they fell away 
like choff before the wind. 
The 497 passengers from the Cepheus 


were landed between 5 and f>:30 p. m. 
They wero a happy and delighted lot 
The greatest excitement prevailed. 
Women who had so long born up un- 
der all tho distressing circumstances 
anrt bad so heroically endured all tho 
hardships that have thus far attended 
tlio Norn'annia's eventful voyage, ap- 
peared to lose all self-control in tho 
Joyous moments, and wept and shouted 
and jumped about like a number of 
school children. 


The contagion of the spirit of good 


fellowship was everywhere evinced, 
women embracing each other and men 
grasping each others' hands like com- 
rades after a declaration of peace. 


Preceded by the bnnd, which played 


lively marches and national airs, the 
crowd of pn,wnRprs, (Trip-sacks and 
other traveling equipments in band, 
inarched down the gang plank to tho 
fiurf hotel, waving hats, umbrellas and 
shawls In the air, and altogether, act- 
tag more like so many insane patients 
than reputable, and In many instances, 
well-known citizens.

Crop .Prospects in Illinois. 


The Illinois weather bulletin for the 


weekending September 12 siiys. "The 
temperature of the last week wan slightly 
below a seasonable average throughout 
the state. At the central office, Spring- 
field, the daily deficiency was about 2 de- 
grees. An average amount ot sunshine 
prevailed during the week. The rainfall 
of the week, except in the southern conn- 
ties, has been generally aove the normal.

Safety for Traveller*. 


The Pennsylvania road baa inaugura- 


ted a new system of operating its big 
passenger engines. It really started 
about three years ago on the company's 
transfer boata at New York, bnt is now 
being extended over the entire system- 
Dnder this new plan four men are re- 
quired to be on each engine, an engineer, 
nr. assistant engineer and two firemen. 
The title of the engineer, however, is 
changed to that of "engine runner," and 
hia assistant, whose duty it is to watch 
rignals and look after the oiling of the 
engine, ia known as the engineman. 
While a train is in motion the "engine 
runner" must keep both bands on the 
throttle .lever all the time, and look ont 
to see that the track ahead is all right. 
lie is under the orders ot the enginonmn, 
whoee duty holds him responsible for the 
movement of the train. Absolut* safety 
is the chief object ot ao much precaution. 
The new engines recently introduced into 
the passenger service are so Inrge and 
powerful, haul such tremendous loads 
and make such fast time np grade as well 
aa down, that they demand the combined 
efforts of two Bremen to feed them. The 
train that leaves Chicago every afternoon 
at 3:15 with au oars generally pulls ont 
of Pittsbnrg with from twelve to sixteen. 
To keep np steam sufficient to drag snob 
a {weight aa that around through the 
mountains and over the hills ot Pennsyl- 
vania at a rate ot fifty miles an hour 
takra a great deal ot coal—enough to 
keep two firemen busy shoveling it into 
the fire-box.
